BACK BAR MOUNTING 

1. Clean sign surface with Xylol or similar solvent. 
Follow with water rinse and dry thoroughly. The 
temperature of the surface should be a minimum 
of 60°F. for Scotchcal and 50°F. for Scotchlite. 

2. Position legend or emblem unit on sign surface 
and hinge at top with masking tape. 

3. Lift unit, remove carrier backing, press unit to 
sign surface, and burnish firmly. 

4. Remove masking tape hinge. Remove application 
tape by pulling it back at 180° angle. Burnish leg¬ 
end once again. Apply clear coat if required.
